Ted American Jives on the British li- 
ner Lusitania. He spoke by intima: 
tion, but, his hearers interpreted his 
remarks aS meaninz. that, 
, United States would remain gt peace 
tit would seek to conyince Germany 
of‘ the injustice to markind of th: 
itrasedy of last Friday. 

‘America’ said the prisidint, 
;‘‘must have the consciousness that 
on all sides touches its elbows and 
touch23 hearts with all the rations 
of mankind. The example of Ameri- 
ca must be a splendid example. And 
must be an eXample not merely of 
peace because it willinot fight, but | 
because peace is a healing and ele- 
vating influence of the world, and 
istrife is not. 

“There is such a thing as a ie 
| heing too proud to fight. There 
sucha thing as being so right that | 
jit does not need to convince others 
by force that it is right.’’ 

The president made no direct refer- i 
ence to the Lusitania tragedy but ! 
the qudieoce did not hesitate to read 
the avplication of his statement. ‘ifs 
president poinied out that tha true 
‘goal of sight American citizenship is 
loyalty, not to the country of one’s 
birth, put to the land of one’ s adop- 
ition.
